Wainfleet to start fire inspections

WAINFLEET - Inspections 
of schools, recreation centres, 
restaurants, factories, busi¬ 
nesses, motels and nursing 
homes will soon be carried 
out by Wainfleet Fire and 
Emergency Services. 

"I don’t know how many 
inspections that will entail,” 
said Harry Flagg, who served 
in the volunteer ranks before 


becoming the township’s fire 
chief in late 2011. 

“We’ve never done inspec¬ 
tions before unless there was 
some sort of complaint.” 

Inspections came up 
during a fire prevention 
policy bylaw — to establish 
a fire prevention and public 
education program — pre¬ 
sented to Wainfleet coun¬ 
cil on Tuesday night, when 
it passed first and second 
readings. 


It will be 
back before 
council on 
Tuesday, 
Sept. 24, 
for the third 
and final 
reading. 
“We have 

forward, 
this is being 
directed from the Office of 
the Fire Marshal,” Flagg said. 



This past year, he said, 
Wainfleet restaurants 
were inspected after a 
couple of complaints were 
received. 

“The complaints opened 
the door for us to inspect all 
of them ... we figured if there 
were problems in a couple of 
places, we had better check 

Flagg said volunteers have 
been conducting voluntary 
home inspections for smoke 


alarms, which are required 
by law to be on every level of 
a home and outside of every 
sleeping area. 

Those inspections are only 
carried out on practice nights, 
although the chief said there 
is a volunteer firefighter will¬ 
ing to go out on other nights 
as well. 

Mayor April leffs said 
council wondered whether a 
fire prevention officer would 
be needed to carry out the 


other inspections, to which 
Flagg replied no, that he will 
manage. 

The mayor said he under¬ 
stands some people may not 
like the bylaw, but it is man¬ 
datory under the provincial 
fire code. 

“It’s being more proac¬ 
tive versus reactive ... it’s far 
better to prevent things,” she 
said.

PORT COLBORNE - Employers 
in Port Colborne and Welland expect 
a steady hiring climate for the last 
few months of the year, according to 
a Manpower Employment Outlook 

“Survey data reveals that 17% of 
employers plan to hire... while 7% antic¬ 
ipate cutbacks,” said Andrea Mancini of 
Manpower’s St. Catharines office. 

The survey showed another 76% of 
employers plan to maintain current 
staffing levels in the upcoming quarter, 
October through December. 

Mancini said the fact that Port 
Colborne and Welland have a steady 
hiring climate is fantastic. 

“With seasonal variations removed 
from the data, Welland-Port Colbome’s 
fourth quarter net employment outlook 
of 11% is an increase of four percentage 
points when compared to the previous 
quarterly outlook,” she saidi. "It is also a 
four-percentage-point change from the 
outlook reported during the same time 
last year, indicating a hopeful hiring 
pace for the upcoming months." 

Mancini said St. Catharines, in com¬ 
parison, expects a cloudy hiring cli¬ 
mate for the last quarter, with 10% of 
employers planning to hire and 23% 
anticipating cutbacks. Sixty per cent 
of St. Catharines employers plan to 
maintain their current staffing levels, 
and 7% are unsure. 

Michelle Knapman, manger of 
employment services at Port Cares in 
Port Colborne, said there are businesses 
hiring in the city, but she is unaware of 
any substantial hirings. 

Knapman said Port Cares works with 


both employers and clients to find and 
create jobs. 

“If employers have jobs to fill, they 
can call us.” 

Knapman said Port Cares will work 
with clients to get them into the field 
they work in, and can work with both 
clients and employers to create positions 
if need be.

PORT COLBORNE - It seems like yes¬ 
terday that Sharon Saxon-Buri stepped 
off the school bus and onto the sidewalk 
for her first day in a new school. 

It was on a crisp, September morning 
that she was greeted by her teachers and 
directed to the football field and made to 
stand in a letter-formation for Lakeshore 
Catholic High School’s first ever group 
photo. 

“You could Just feel the excitement 
right away when you got off the bus. The 
teachers were on the sidewalk waiting 
for us and next thing you knew, you were 
on the field with the other students spell¬ 
ing out the letters L and C.” 

Lakeshore, which is celebrating its 
25th anniversary with a football game, a 
social night and mass planned for next 
weekend, opened September 1988 to 
303 students in grades 9 and 10. 

Saxon-Buri entered the school as one 
of the first Grade 10 students. It was 
nice to finally have a Catholic second¬ 
ary school in her hometown. Having 
Lakeshore open, Saxon-Buri would no 
longer have travel to Welland to attend 
Notre Dame College School. 

The students wore the same grey 
dress pants, green polos and white dress 
shirts they wear today but they were also 
allowed to wear Notre Dame’s uniforms. 

"The uniforms were grandfathered in 
because many of us went to Notre Dame

in Grade 9. Nobody made us purchase 

As the school grew, Saxon-Buri expe¬ 
rienced a lot of firsts — including being 
the first-ever valedictorian in the gradu¬ 
ating class of 1991. 

“It was small and intimate. Staff mem¬ 
bers had a real vision and an enthusi¬ 
asm. They had something to really build 
right from the beginning.”

Saxon-Buri said most of the school made 
up student council and the baskEtball, swim, 
volleyball and badminton teams. 

"We could participate in all of those and it 
was very inclusive. There were no formalities 
and we didn’t have to audition or try out for 
teams because there were so few of us." 

The entire school was also charged with 
picking the school’s logo and mascot — a 
green Gator 

The Lakeshore alumna said she enjoyed 
her time at the school, and believes the staff 
shaped her into the adult she has become 

Lakeshore’s first-ever principal, Pat 
Hudak, was nervous about the start of the 
academic year because he didn’t have a key 
to get into the school. 

“The first person in the school was the 
janitor. When I showed up there on Sept 1, 
I had to knock on all the doors to get him to 
let me in.” 

Hudak remembered the school’s early 
years as small but good. When assemblies 
were held in the auditorium, students only 
filled up athird of the room 

"We certainly had more classes than we 
needed as the school was built for over 500 
students,” he said. 

Danny DiLorenzo, Lakeshore’s principal 
since 2007, said the school has blossomed 
into a very strong tradition in Port Colbome. 

He said Lakeshore is “a great school with 
wonderful staff and an excellent parent 
community." 

A lot has changed since Lakeshore first 
opened its doors, with the school's popula¬ 
tion growing to more than 1,000 students

and updates to its auditorium, gymnasium 
and the addition of 10 portable classrooms. 

A $5.5-million renovation is in the works 
for the school next yeai; which will include 
adding 10 classrooms and retrofitting sci¬ 
ence labs, DiLorenzo said. Work is expected 
to be completed by September 2015. 

Also included in the construction plans 
is a wall that will highlight alumni who 
have made a significant contribution in the 
community. 

The expansion will provide much-needed 
space for the school that is bursting with 
students. 

DiLorenzo said he is proud of 
Lakeshore and he’s looking forward to 
the years to come. 

“I enjoy my time at this school. When
